E ld o ra, Iowa, July 1&—Four miles south 
of Aides, this county, a young woman was 
butchered while sleeping, and her slayer 
soon met death by his own hand Thursday 
night 
The principal actor in this bloody 
drama was George Johnson, a married man 
27 years old, 
and 
his 
innocent 
vie* 
tira 
was 
Grace 
Rand, 
his 
sister- 
in-law, a 
beautiful young 
woman 
of 
19. 
Johnson, 
with 
his 
wife 
and 
children, lived on a rented farm, and to all 
appearances was happy and contented. Liv­ 
ing with them was Miss Rand. 
Thursday 
night the two women went to bed for the 
night in the second story of the house, about 
10 o’clock. 
Johnson occupied a room down 
stairs with a young man employed by him 
on the farm. 
About half an hour after the 
two men had gone to bed Johnson pro­ 
ceeded to the chamber where his wife 
and her Hater were sleeping, and, lean­ 
ing over the bed, he kissed his wife and bade 
her good-nigbt, and immediately hurried 
downstairs. 
The actions of her sister after 
the departure of her husband caused Mrs. 
Johnson to turn her attention toward her, 
when she discovered that the girl’s throat 
had 
been 
cut 
and 
her life-blood 
was ebbing away. 
In the 
agoniej of 
her 
death 
she 
rolled from 
the 
be i 
and lay upon the floor in her night-clothes 
drenched in blood. 
Mrs. Johnson called for 
the hired man, telling him that something 
terrible bad happened and to arouse the 
neighborhood. 
The latter at once gave the 
alarm, but it was some time before anybody 
could be induced to go to the house, through 
some vague fear of danger. The hired man in 
the meantime had hastened to Alden for med­ 
ical assistance. 
When the party entered the 
house they heard a gurgling sound near by, 
but paid no attention to it 
Search was 
made for Johnson, and he was found near 
the door, sitting on the 
ground, 
with 
his knees drawn up to his chin and arms 
across his breast 
He was alive, but in his 
throat was a terrible gash, which, however, 
failed to sever the jugular vein. 
On the 
screen door were the imprint of bloody 
hands, where he had attempted to enter the 
house, after cutting his own throat. 
fSev- 
■ eral feet away was a large pool of blool, 
where he had evidently attempted bi-de- 
i struction, and some distance further in 
I the weeds 
was found the bloody razor 
j which had accomplished such terrible work, 
j Doubtless at the moment Johnson was kis*- 
I ing his wife he drew the razor across the 
i throat of his sister, who lay « deeping, all 
unconscious of the terrible fate awaiting 
her. Johnson died at 7:30 o'clock Friday 
morning without making any statement. 
Johnson has been a church member for 
many year?. 
No cause can be assigned for 
the deed. 
It is known by many of his ac­ 
quaintances that he held his ,’sister-in-law in 
great esteem, and violently opposed her 
marriage to a young man of her choice, 
which was to take place before long.

think he was infatuated with the young 
woman and killed her iu an insane fit of 
jealousy.

Bankers’ and Merchants’ Thursday for the 
first time claimed to identify their wires.” 
At the Western Union office the heads of the 
construction department were ordered Fri 
day to return whatever wires were claimed 
by the Bankers’ and Merchants'. 
One of 
the officials said: “We had no intention 
of taking more than we were entitled to, but 
on some of the Rapid’s poles were wires of 
the Bankers’ and Merchant» ’, and in the 
hurry we could not difcriminate. 
We will 
restore these and then we shall get all of the 
wires of the Rapid company, some of which 
the Bankers have now.” Disputed wires

FRIGHTFUL DISASTER. 


A PENNSYLVANIA COMMUNITY STAR­ 
TLED BY A HOLOCAUST. 


A u Incendia ry F ire K esults In th e Crema 
tlo n o f Six C hildren—The R em a ins 
B uried In One Co ffin—Sto rm 
D a m a g es in D a ko ta . 


A ltoon a, Pa., July 1 8 .—The residence o f 
a man named Evans, residing near Gra­ 
ham pton, m Clearfield county, took fire 
about 11 o’clock Thursday night and wa* 
totally destroyed. 
Six out of nine of hi* 
children who were sleeping in the uppei 
part of the house perished in the flames. 
Mr. Evans, late at night, heard a noise out­ 
side of the house, and taking his rifle, started 
out tD investigate 
the matter. 
Upou 
getting outside he found the entire upper 
part of the building in flames. 
The struct­ 
ure was a small one, being only about 
twelve feet in height, and was built of logs. 
Evans, his wife and three children slept 
down stairs, while the other six children 
slept in tho loft above. 
Before the parent* 
could render any assistance tho?* in the 
loft of the house were smothered by the 
smoke. 
The oldest of the children, a daugh­ 
ter, was aged about 15 years. The youngest 
was G years of age. 
tyhat remained ol 
their bodies was gathered up and buried in 
one coffin Friday. The affair has cast a 
gloom over the entire community, and ii 
one of the most terrible that has ever oc­ 
curred in the county. 
The fire was un­ 
doubtedly of incendiary origin, but there is 
no clew to the perpetrators of the crime.

New Orleans , La., July 18.— At half 
past 10 (»’clock Friday morning, near the 
corner of Rampart and Antoinette street-.

Miss Kuhn immediately surrendered 
herself and told a United Press re;>orter a 
strange story of her relations with Boas-o. 
The two went to Mandeville, a summer re­ 
sort, about a month ago, and Boasso at­ 
tempted to outrage her. 
Failing in this 
he returned to the city and came back to 
Mandevillo with a 
marriage 
certificate 
signed by a city judge and duly witnessed. 
By some means or other he induced tho 
girl to believe they were legally raarrie 1, 
she believing that owing to his official ;>o,i- 
tion an active ceremony wa s not necessary, 
and they returned to the city and lived to­ 
gether as rnau and wife. 
The girl showed 
the certificate to her mother, who retain * 1 
it, and gave it to her husband for examina­ 
tion. 
Tho latter pronounced it worthle-s 
and made his daughter return homo Friday 
morning. 
Mary took her father’s revolver 
from a drawer, and going to the corner 
mentioned waited for Boasso. 
As he came 
up she firei on him, shooting him through 
the stomach. 
Boasso took the weapon fr »in 
her with the remark, "You don’t know h ,\\ 
to shoot, ’ and jumping into a cab drove off. 
He now lies at the hospital in a very criti­ 
cal condition, attended by his lawful wife.

which occurred early in the day about 
100 
miles northwest of Fargo. 
This was the 
worst known in that section since the mem­ 
orable one in 1 88 3 . In Nelson county and 
west of Grand Forks county, 12,000 to 15,(MW 
acres were damaged. 
In tbree-fourths of 
these the loss is total, and in tho rest one- 
third to one-half. 
The greatest damage 
is 
reported in the 
vicinity of 
I^ari- 
more, whore the land Is largely in cultiva­ 
tion. 
It is probable that $200,000 will cover 
the loss in that section, which is about half 
insured. 
This storm was exhausted within 
an area of thirty or fifty miles. 
At night 
very heavy hail fell along tho Northern 
Pacific railway, crossing for nearly 10G 
miles into Minnesota. 
It was accompanied 
by a light wind, so that comparatively 
little damage was done to wheat. 
In

Tho total losses in North Dakota 
seem to bo less than $300,000.

The wife

in the n u merou s laceration s still gapin g 
in his memorials. 
Moliere, n otwith­ 
stan d in g all his sk illfu l an aly ses of hu ­ 
man life, married a girl from his own 
trou pe, who mad e him ex perien ce all 
those bitter d isgu sts an d rid icu lou s em­ 
barrassmen ts which he himself play ed 
off at the theater. 
On the other han d ,

ion , an d a willin g sacrifice. Ev en in 


1 he d ay s of New En glan d Pu ritan ism 
it was as n eed fu l to fin e Jon as Fair­ 
ban k s for ¿ilv er lace an d high rollin g 
boots as Alice Fly n t for a silk hood , 
n Copley ’s portraits we seo as lav ish a 
sk ill brou ght to bear u pon tho v elv et 
an d satin s of men as of women ; an d I 
en cou n tered the other d ay a d escrip­ 
tion of tho cou rtin g costu me—n ot cou rt 
costu me—of a y ou n gster in Portlan d , 
Main e, as late as 17G3, from which it 
appears that, in ad d ition to his laces 
ami his satin small-clothes, he actu ally 
wore two watches, on e on each sid e. 
Thu s recen tly hav e men aban d on ed the 
realm of person al ad orn men t.

to Georgia early in life. 
En terin g the 
army of the Dev olu tion , he married , in 
Philad elphia, 
Margaret Macpherson , 
the sister of John Macpherson (aid e-d e- 
camp of Gen eral Mon tgomery , who fell 
at Qu ebec,) an d of Gen eral William 
Macpherson , who serv ed in the Ameri­ 
can army u n til the close of the war. 
The latter gen tleman had a commission 
in the British army , an d tho compan y 
u n d er his comman d was station ed at 
New York ; bu t bein g u n willin g to bear 
arms again st her cou n try men , he ap 
plied for permission to resign , which 
was gran ted , cou pled with a con d ition 
that he shou ld n ot leav e the British 
lin es, within which he remain ed u n d er 
the su rv eillan ce of a sold ier, bein g in ­ 
d u lged , howev er, with the liberty of 
goin g in pu rsu it of d u ck s on the East 
liiv er, atten d ed by liis gu ard . 
Hav in g 
on e d ay ad v an ced some d istan ce from 
the city , he pu t his fu see to tho head of 
his atten d an t an d ord ered him to pu ll 
him ov er to the Lon g Islan d shore, 
where he was receiv ed by a party of 
American s.

OLD WARRIOR TALKS TO A 
GROUP OF REPORTERS.

C hica go , J uly 18 .—“ I have no thing to do 
with po litics; I am o nly an o ld so ldier, y o u 
kno w,” said Gen. William Tecumseh Sher­ 
man to a gro up o f newspaper repo rters at 
the Grand Pacific ho tel Friday . 
The o ld 
warrio r leaned back in his chair, and, 
smo king vigo ro usly fo r a few minutes, 
added: 
“ There has been a great chango in po litics 
fro m 1840 to 1880, and I think the chang* 
is fo r the better. ” 
“ Do y o u think civil service is a benefit to 
po litics#” 
“ I do , mo st assuredly , and the greatest 
benefit to the po liticians. 
Civil service is 
bo rro wed fro m the English go vernment, 
and it relieves the po liticians, the senato rs 
and the co ngressmen fro m all embarrass­ 
ment 
I think a party makes mo re enemies 
by turning men o ut than it gains friends by 
dealing o ut patro nage.” 
In speaking o f his bro ther, Senato r J o hn 
Sherman, o f Ohio , the general said: “ I have 
talked with the senato r abo ut his candidacy 
fo r re-electio n, and he say s be will make no 
effo rt whatever to be returned to the senate. 
There is no t the slightest do ubt, ho wever, if 
the nex t Ohio legislature is Republican, but 
that he will be elected.” 
In speaking o f the present administratio n, 
Gen. Sherman tho ught that President Cleve­ 
land was co nducting the affairs o f the co un­ 
try in a fair and ho nest manner, and was 
sincere in all his undertakings. 
But very 
few so ldiers had been remo ved fro m o ffice, 
and no ne had been remo ved because they 
had been Republican so ldiers. 
Tho co nver­ 
satio n drifted back to o ld war day 3, and 
reference was made to the article o n the 
battle o f Bull Run by Wade Hampto n in 
The' Century . 
“Of co urse, every man who was at that 
battlo saw It differently ,” eaid Gen. Sher­ 
man. “It stretched o ut to n miles, but every 
man who was there tho ught that he was 
right in the heart o f-it. 
Hampto n was o n 
the right o f Sto newall Jackso n, but he had 
no thing to do with cheeking my co urse. 
Whan I withdrew Jackso n did no t press me, 
No ;*y o u can* uo t tell abo ut tho so thing*.

Grant 
has

did I see 
Grant last! Last December; 
abo ut Christmas time. 
He was well and 
hearty then. 
I received a letter three day s 
ago fro m Fred Grant, in which he speaks o f 
tho family 's fears that his father can no t 
live many day s.

The man is all so und except that 
cancer in his thro at

The MaamtnMma Case Broaght 
C|>« 
London, J uly 18.—In the house of com­ 
mons Friday night Parnell mov ed for a 
commission of inquiry into the conduct of 
recent murder trials in Ireland, especially 
in connection with the Maamtrasna trag> 
edy, for which Miles J oyce was hangfed. In 
the course of his remarks, Parnell declared 
that tbe late premier had ev idently re­ 
garded Lord Lieutenant Spencer as like the 
pope, infallible, and now that a new regime 
had come, the people of Ireland looked 
hopefully for some r^ress c£ griev ances. 
Hicks-Beach, chancellor of tbe exchequer, 
said that any inquiry such as that contem­ 
plated by Parnell’s motion must be con- 
ductad by Earl Camaroon or upon bis initi­ 
ativ e. 
Famell thereupon asked leav e to withdraw 
bis motion, stating that in v iew of what tbe 
chancellor of the exchequer had just said, 
he believ ed that tbe gov ernment woul 1 at 
some later period grant an inquiry. 
During the debate, Hartington, secretary 
for war in the late cabinet, read a letter 
from Gladstone, who was absent, in which 
the administration of Irish affairs by Earl 
Spencer 
was praised. 
The letter was 
greeted by ironical applause and sneering 
comment« on the part of the Irish members 
Tbe motion was rejected without div inion. 
The London papers ore almost unanimous in 
denouncing the attitude of tbe gov ernment 
toward Mr. Parnell Friday ev ening, and 
claim that tbe gov ernment will suffer in hav ­ 
ing permitted the blow which was aimed by 
Mr. Parneli at Lord Spencer. 
This, it is as­ 
serted, will weaken thf jiipport of ev ery 
Irish loyalist

in tbe shar es of the bank led to rumor that 
in order to sav e themselv es inside parties 
were throwing the stock on the market at a 
big loss. 
A run on the bank resulted, 
and the door 
were 
besieged with de­ 
positors anxious to withdraw their money. 
As a measure of self-protection tbe bank 
officials hav e insisted that the depositors 
shall giv e them a week^s notice of their in­ 
tention of closing accounts with the bank. 
Tbe people protest against this action, and 
the excitement runs high. 
By pressing this 
demand, to which tbe bank is legally en­ 
titled, the officials hope to allay the scare 
and to realize on their assets enough money 
to satisfy oil claims against tbe bank. 
If a 
crisis occur in the affairs of tbe bank it is 
probable that help will be giv en the institu­ 
tion by tbe Bank of Ireland.
